He gave them three 
kegs and told the Indians to hurry away as 
the police were after them, They got off and 
and when a few a miles from Victoria they 
opened cne of the ‘kg, and found that it 
contained eour claret insieid of whisky which 
they bad bargained tor. When Spence ar- 
rived at Fort Simpson, they demanded their 
mouey back, which he refused to give, 
consequently the row ensused Everything was 
again quies when the Uttcr left. The sohooner 
Nanaimo Packet and stoop Native, both 
started from Fort Simpson for Victoria on 
the 30th of November. The steamer Califor- 
nia arrived at Tongas on her way up to Sitka 
on the 27th ot November. News reached 
Fort Simpson, just before the Otter left, that 
the Newbern bad arrived at Toagas from 
Sitka. She will be due here about Tuesday. 
Among the passengers on the Otter were 13 
miners from Germansen Creek, via the 
Skeena river. The following are some of 
their names: Germansen, White, Davis, Bill 
Moore, aad Mr. Manson and family, from Fort 
Rupert. Twelve miners who came down the 
sheena riverfrom Omineca, intend wintering 
atthe mouth of theriver. Mr, Dewduey and 
four or five others were expected at the mouth 
of the river in a few days from Germansen 
Creek.

Tours, Dec. 4.—Dispatches from General 
Palladioes aunounce that his retreat was 
completed in good order. He lost neither 
munitions nor provisions. 

.A number of persons, and most of the jour- 
nals, have removed from Tours, The Gov- 
ernment evinces no intention of leaving. 

A balloen from Paris brings favorable in- 
telligence.

The cold weather still con- 
tinues there and the river is filled with flout- 
ing ice. 

Deesvex, Dec. 6.—The Saxon commander 
telegraphs to the King of Saxony that he bas 
retired behind the Marne, - Further offensive 
movements on the part of the besieged are 
improbable. The total Saxon loss is 76 offi- 
cers and 2100 men. 

Tours, Dec. 6.—Reports of tue battle near 
Orleans, recently received, show that the 
Prussians attacked the different corps of: the 
French army separately and iu greater force, 
thus repulsing them. The left wing of the 
army of the Loire turned Orleans, so that its 
evacuation became necessary. 

Gambetta has issued a circular to Prefects, 
saying that the situation of the army is good, 
and heavy reinforcements are already arriv- 
iog. The French movéments will soon be 
resumed. The Opposition are attempting to 
circulate false rumors to discourage and de- 
moralize you, but you may confidently deny 
their assertions. 

Yesterday, the right wing of the army of 
the Loire had @ successful engagement with 
the enemy, near Fontenoy. 

London advices from Paris to the 4th inst., 
received by balloon, states that the Prussians 
on the 2d inst. attacked the positions at. Vil- 
liert and Campigney, and after a struggle of 
seven hours, the Prussians gave.way at the 
latter place. They re-attacked, but their 
po-itions were carried on the night of the 3d, 
when the Prussians lost 400 prisoners.

Yours, Dec, 5—Gen. Palladine bas re- 
treated from Orleans, with 200,000 men and 
500 cannon. .
